Jealousies among the bituminous coal 
operators dissatisfaction in their own 
ranks, and differences among them- 
selves that far outstrip tho troubles 
of the men are the main reasons for 
failure of the operators and miners 
to get together to work out a program 
of peace. John L. Lewis, president of 
the U. M. W. of A., told the I. X. S.

case. 


Lewis decalred the bituminous mine 


owners are together on only one plan

reducing wages,—but he 


asserted they are far apart and badly 
split as to the wage reluctlon. 


Each group holds different views 


and they have failed to come to a 
common understanding, he said. 


Because of what he termed internal 


strife among the operators, the situ- 
ation in the bituminous fields is dark 
and gloomy. 


Jealousies among the bituminous 


operators, he oaid. and one group 
pulling in opposition to another, dis- 
satisfaction 
among 
themselves and 


complete failure to agree;among them- 
selves on the amount of wage reduc- 
tions they should ask the miners to 
take, have made it impossible for 
operators and men to arrange for con- 
ferences and a new scale. 


The only thing the operators have 


agreed on is that wages ought to bo 
reduced, but they have differences 
and cannot get together and fix an 
amount, said Lewis. 
He said that 


hard coal operators do not want a 
suspension 
of operations. 
Negotla- 


t\pns between miners and owners will 
be well under way before April first 
and while it seems certain that a 
strike' will not come he regards a few 
weeks' suspension as inevitable.

POWER OF POBLIC 


SYDNEY. N. S. WALES. Feb. 17-- 


Th* wage-smashing campaign has at 
last been started in Australia. Efforts 
are being made everywhere to reduce 
the wages paid to Austrian workers. 


In most cases the employers are ad- 


opting the tactics of closing down 
their mills and factories, and making 
the annuonccment that if they arc to 
compete with other countries there 
must be a reduction in wages. 


Iron and steel manufacturers thru- 


out the country ha-ve launched such a 
campaign. 
The extent of the shut- 


down may be gathered by the fact that 
in the State of New South Wales alone 
the unemployment figures have jump- 
ed from 11,000 early in December to 
around 40,000 at the beginning of Jan- 
uary. 


The end of the year saw many thous- 


ands of workers in other industries, 
principally skilled hands, turned loose 
on the unemployment market. 


The unions and labor councils are 


behind the men in their fight to resist 
any attempt to reduce wages. In reply 
to the assertions of the employers 
that decreased production, and increas- 
ed wages are ruining industry, they 
point out that the money value of pro- 
duction in Australia is 120 per cent 
greater than it was in 1D11, while the 
profits taken from industry are double 
those of ten years ago. The workers 
demand that there shall be no cut in 


, their wages while the employers are 
so prosperous. 


As against the asertion by employ- 


ers that high wages account for un- 
employment in Australia, the workers 
' point out that unemployment is great- 
er in those countries 
of the world 


where low wages are paid. 


Australian workers are 
not being 


hypnotized by the catch-cries of the 
employers. 
Xor are they likely to 


agree to any reduction in their wages 
without fighting 
to 
the 
last ditch 


against any such cut. For o\rr two 
years they fought the metal mine em- 
ployers and defeated the plan to cut 
wages in that industry, and can be 
depended upon to fight any futuio at- 
tempt to deplete their earnings.
